Millions of acres of land, 
about 86 per cent, of the sown area 
of this tremendous country are be- 
ing farmed that way, by a new type 
of farmer, with new grip on the 
good things of life, with an un- 
limited possibility of progress ahead 
of him as he learns more and more 
of scientific farming.

- fieapolis authorities were preparing martial law 
against the strikers. ;

HE Central Committee is determined to break 
down the underestimation of revolutionary work 
among the veterans that exists within many sections 
of the Party and to point out sharply the serious 
shortcomings in this work. 


No serious preparations were made by the Dis- 
trict Committees in preparing for a mass movement 
to Washington. Even last minute letters to the 
Districts, were in the main disregarded until the 
representative of the Workers Ex-Servicemen's 
League came to their cities. Some Districts did 
not even keep themselves informed of the leaving 
of veterans from their city, nor who the Party 
members were. The Party fractions in the W.E.S.L. 
continued, in the main, to follow a narrow, sec- 
tarian line and did ‘not carry on any activities 
within the reformist veteran organizations to have 
direct representatives of groups of the various posts 
of these organizations at the Convention. 


The campaign for the International Convention 
of the I.A.C, (International Association of Veterans) 
has not yet been brought to the attention of the 
veterans as a whole, confining itself only to the 
report to the members of the W.E.S.L. who were 
delegates at the Veterans National Rank and File 
Convention in Washington.
